Meetings by Rival Itranehes of 
the Auii-Coolie League. 



Dr. O'Domiell Deposed from 1 lie 
Presidency of die Organiza- 
tion by One Set of Men and 
Elected by Another. 



A largo iiumbuT of puople aasombled on 
the 8andlot yeaturdity to participate in the 
meetings of the anti-Coolie League. The 
apot usually occupied by Coronor O'Don- 
nell'B stand was covered by a now rostrum, 
furnished with a railing and reporters' 
benches, while the old platform had beon 
removed about fifty feet distant. 

Shortly beforo '2 o'clock .Henry Weis- 
man, one of tho arrested dynamiters, took 
the new stand and called the meeting to 
order. Weisman explained that, although 
called a dynamiter, ho had merely been 
. experimenting with dynamite for the pur- 
pose of inventing a weapon of defence 
upon which he could get a patent. 

Coroner O'Dnnnell, accompanied by two 
ladies, drove upon the lot and took poa 
session of the other Btand, upon which he 
was supported by his chief liou'enants, 
Tom Burgoyne, William Mulroy and 
Thomas Donnelly. His appearance was 
the signal for prolonged groaning by tho 
adherents of the new faction calling itself 
th Independent League. 

By thi3 time City Hall avenue was 
picked with people, from the centre line 
of Market street to the City Hall fence, 
and the surrouuding fences and house- 
tops wero covered with eager spectators, 
who aeemod to anticipate trouble. At 
different points in the gathering police- 
men wore stationed, while a reserve force 
was held at the new City Hall. A nuirir 
ber of ladies took a prominent part in the 
proceedings, conspicuous in the number 
being she to whom O'Donnell had failed 
to award the promised medal for beauty 
in the Thanksgiving Day parade. This 
disappointed lady pointed tho finger of 
scorn at the doctor anil applied to him 
the epithet of "traitor." 

o'donnell deposed. 

As the doctor was announcing that ho 
was a law-abiding citizun and opposed to 
the prohibited manufacture of dynamite 
within the city limits, Weisman was put- 
ting tho motion: "All in favor of depos- 
ing O'Donnell from the presidency of tho 
league will put up thoir hands." 

There was a show of hands and O'Dou- 
ell was declared deposed from the presi- 
dency amid cheering and howling. 

Weisman continued his speech, denying 
that ho is either a socialist, communist or 
nihilist, but in favor of orgnnizatiou and 
obeying the law. 

The crowd kept up hooting and cheering 
alternately for their favorites or opponents, 
O'Doimell's immediate following cheering, 
while thos'- around the other stand would 
hoot. how! * .d hi; s at him, the order of the 
demonstrauon being frequently reversed. 

At this time the Tenth ward club, Gapt. 
Worublo,. marched on to the lot nnd took 
position near the stand of the independent 
faction. They wore red shirts and caps 
and carried a number of flags and trans- 
parencies, the latter with their colored 
bearers being placed upon the stand. Capt. 
Woruble, as did some of his lieutenants, 
wore a sword at h's sido and a nickel-plated 
- revolver in his belt. 

Tho arrival of tho company tempotarily 
dolayed speechmaking, and tho two .'ac- 
tions devoted somo time to saluting each 
other as "hard hoodlums" and "traitors." 
A few atones were thrown from either 
tido, and a very ancient onion went 
swishing past Coroner O'Donnell's head. 
Tho police interfered. A lady unti- 
ecolieite waB applauded for running over 
to O'Donnell's Btand and hissing him 
vigorously, while she pressed her thumb 
to her nose and extended her fingers. 
FLOWERS FOB THE OHATOIIS. 

Weisman was presonted with a bouquet 
by a lady admirer, and Ward President 
William Cunningham, after paying a gal- 
lant compliment to tho "sweet and beau- 
tiful ladies" present, said, "They are 
watching us pretty close, but I will be able 
to tell you more at this time next week." 

Tho fuailado of Btones and sections of 
opplea was kopt up, those in the O'Don- 
nell stand being selected as targets, Dep- 
uty Coroner Tom Burgoyne being a fav- 
orite mark. Each time tho deputy was 



hit by a section of » basalt block ho would 
reBpund in vigorous epithets, denouncing 
the other Bection as cowards and traitors, 
and shaking his fist at them. This, while it 
incensed the independent wing, amuaed 
the spectators, who encouraged tho irato 
Burgoyne by shouting, "Give it to 'em, 
Tommy. " 

The O'DonnolJ wing adopted resolutions 
sotting forth that "in order to prevent a 
split in the league, which would mako us 
a laughing stock before the people," be- 
fore another week shall have passed a 
Central Anli Coolie League, consisting of 
two delegates from and the ward presi- 
dent of each club, shall be formed, to 
meet in Irish-American Hall at 1 o'clock 
Sunday aftomoon next, provided O'Don- 
nell shall always be a member of the said 
league. 

A copy of this resolution was sent over 
to the other meeting, but its reading was 
met with crieB of "Burn it!" "Tear it 
ud I" On coming to a vote the resolution 
was defeated, and the paper turn in frag- 
ments. 

Howling and stone- throwing wero re 
sinned and the police, which had been re- 
inforced, Chief Crowley himself taking 
charge, arrested another stone-thrower. 

A CONTEST OK LUNOS. 

J. G McCorniick and James Womble 
addressed the Independents, while Thus 
Donnelly and Com Burgoyne of the O'- 
Donttellites expressed themselves as de- 
fiant of the "hoodlums and blatherskites" 
on the oilier stand. 

The Independents raised upon the end 
of a stick an elHgy in paper of O'Donnell 
hanging from a beam. This reopened tho 
war of stones, and in the shower that fell 
a spoctator sustained a scalp wound. 
Weisman attacked O'Donnell from each 
side of the platform, accusing the ex pro- 
sident of the league of having agreed to 
place five men on horseback and send 
them through Chinatown to throw bombs 
on either side, claiming that a thimblefull 
would blow up a whole block, thereby do 
coivihg the people, as it would take ton 
tons of dynamito to blow up Chinatown. 

J. S. Laver next addressed the new 
faction and was followed by Mr. Cunning- 
ham, who devoted his time to delivering 
extracts from alleged ancient history and 
shaking his fist at Tom Burgoyne on tho 
other stand, tho latter responding in a 
most vigorous and emphatic manner. 

Stone throwing and howling onco more 
became tho principal features of the 
meeting. Tho police made a raid oil tho 
people around tho Independents stand and 
arrested a man who was toying with a re- 
volver. Somo of those in tho crowd 
attempted to rescue the prisoner, but tho 
officers drew thoir clubs and the belliger- 
ents foil back, one disturber being given a 
severo headache by a club that descended 
upon tho back of his neck. 

Captain Womble becamo greatly in- 
censed at tho clubbing and declared that 
ho would like to have a policeman club 
him, ac that he could shoot him. While 
ho was making these utterances from one 
Bide of the platform Weisman, from tho 
other, told the people that the police wero 
merely preserving order and that if tbey 
did not do their duty other men would bo 
found for S100 a month to do it. 

THE FORT ABANDONED. 

During the last tussle O'Donnell and his 
followers quietly marched away and their 
stand was removed to the corner of Grove 
street and Van Ness avenue. 

Three cheers were given for the departure 
of O'Donnell by the independents, and, 
after it had been ordered that a committee 
wait on tho supervisors to-night and de- 
mand tho enforcement of the law relative to 
Chinese, the meeting adjourned. 

The tenth ward uniformed club took tho 
head of the column, and a number of those 
iu the sand lot audience inarched down 
.Market and fourth streets to the meeting 
of the ward presidents in Irish-American 
hall. 

O'Donnell, in calling his meeting to 
order on Van Ness avenue, said that he had 
left the sand lot, not bocauso he was afraid 
of the hoodlums there, but to avoid any 
disturbance. He could lick any twenty-live 
men on the other side, and paid uncompli- 
mentary attention to the characters of somo 
of the independents' leaders. 

A vote being taken, he was elected by his 
crowd president of the central anti-coolie 
league. 

A vocalist sang "O'D nnell, t'uJ I'rido 
of My Heart," and the meeting adjourned. 
—S. F. Call, Die. 25.

EASTERN STATES. 

Chicago, Dec. 28.— The police furn- 
ish tho details of an extraordinary 
piece of vandalism occurring iu Eliza- 
beth Roman Catholic Church, at the 
corner of Siate and Thirty lirst streets. 
Unknown persons entered the church 
several nights ago, and tore* down and 
completely mutilated sixteen oil paint 
inga which liad been on tho wall, tore 
down all the figures in the niches, went 
into the sanctuary, threw the vestments 
around and spilled the wines found 
there over them. Passing into the 
schoolroom, the desks were overturned, 
books strewn around ana the walls bo 
spattered with ink. No cause is assign 
ed for the wreckage and no arrests have 
been made. 

Kansas City, Dec. 27. — Christmas 
nieht, at Little Blue, Mo., Frank 
Vaughan was married to Eliza Swope. 
Immediately after the ceremony, while 
Vaughan and his wife were standing 
at a window, they were fired at from 
the outside, the ball grazing Vaughan'a 
head. It was thought the shot was fired 
by Abraham Nave, cousin of the bride, 
who had threatened that if she did not 
many him he would shoot the man she 
did marry. East night Nave visited 
Vaughan's, tit Argentine.. Kansas, and 
said reports of the Christmas aflair 
•rorried his mother, and asked that 
Vaughan and his wifo accompany him 
to his home and deny that they sus- 
pected him. This morning they started, 
horsebrak. When balfjthe journey was 
completed, Nave rode up in a buggy 
and shot Vaughan dead. He then rode 
home, and upon the approach of the 
oflicers killed himself by shooting.

Mr. John W. Book waiter, who wits ono 
of the lint to predict the rise to import- 
anoe of Indi-i as a wheat producer, writes 
to Bratlstreets a lengthy letter oil what ho 
conceives to be the groat danger that 
threatens the United States. The theorem 
of Air. Bbokwalter is that the American 
international tnulu is being destroyed by 
the commercial system to which they ad- 
hero, and that the policy of protection, 
while building up manufacturing interests 
there, builds up at the BMino time agricul- 
tural interests in India, in Egypt, in Aus 
tralia and in South America, which are 
driving tho Americans at no ordinary pace 
from the markets of tho world. To sell 
without buyiiii! was a good thing, per- 
haps, while it lasted. The end is nearly 
hero. America's chief customers arp 
united in a policy of retaliation. And 
retaliation, in the case of England, tho 
foremost one of all, takes that most 
destructive shape of tho encouragement 
of rival industries in her colonies and de- 
pendencies. In brief, England is de- 
termined to transfer her import trade to 
those countries with which her export 
trade is larireet and must remunerative. 
She has been the boat custunier of the 
United States. For the future she will 
not bo their customer at all, any farther 
than she is pressed by absolute necessity. 
In the last ton years, obsurves Mr. Book- 
waiter, tho exports of the United States 
have amounted to mine that £7,000,- 
000.000. "In L880 the percentage of 
agricultural products in the total ex- 
ports was 8;i Ii4. For tho past tivo years 
the average percentage has been 78.42. 
Nearly half the people of the United 
State:, are engaged in agricultural opera- 
tions. Tl-e freight which they have fur- 
nished to railroad companies constitutes 
the bulk of the transportation business. 
This is an industry worth earing for. How- 
have the Americans treated it? By the 
high tariff they have reduced its profits and 
increased its burdens, until to-day agricul- 
ture stands imperiled by the competition 
which their own folly has caused to be 
raised up. Of the $7,000,000,000 worth of 
products scut abroad in tho last ton years, 
nearly §4,000,000,000 went to Great Britain. 
A reasonably good customer, one would 
think. The tradesman who made four- 
sevenths of his entire sains to n single pur- 
chaser would consult that purchaser's wishes 
with exceeding cure, and would agroo to 
auy reasonable reciprocation of favors that 
might be proposed. But while in ton years 
America sent to Great Britain 565,000,000 
■bushels of wheat, .'11,0111), OHO barrels of Hour, 
445,000,000 bushels of Indian corn, and 
§1,200.0(1(1,000 worth of cotton, she declin- 
ed to receive her products in return. The 
reason was that the Americans were in a 
position to do as they pleased. They con- 
trolled the food markets of tb*' world. 
Therefore, being indepe. .dent, they would 
trade or not trade as they pleased. They 
would sell much and buy little, and 
force their policy upon the nations. 
Forced to this unequal exchange, Eng- 
land, with unlimited capital and rich do- 
minions stretching round the world, has 
set to work to free herself from depend- 
ency upon America. To what extent she 
has succeeded in a very few years let the 
prices of agricultural products boar wit- 
ness, "ller purpose," continues the 
writer, "is clearly shown, not only to 
govern her colonies but to cultivate and 
utilize their resources to the fullest ox- 
tent; to bring them into closer relations 
with herself; to take thoir products in 
exchange for her commodities, instoad of 
resorting to markets where such exchange 
is refused." To this the St. Paul Pioneer 
Proas adds: "She made a beginning in 
India. Ten years ago Indian wheat was 
unknown in European markets. To day 
hor annual exportations are second only 
to our own, and the American farmer gets 
from ton to fifty cents a bushel leas thnn 
former prices, Our export trade in wheat 
does not revive. And while we are pooh- 
poohing tho idea of contrasting our for- 
eign trade in importance with our domes- 
tic commerce, the Liverpool price of 
wheat determined by competition stimu- 
lated by our policy with reference to that 
very foreign commerce, fixes the price 
which the fanner receives for the whole 
350,000,000 or 400,000,000 bushels of our 
yield. It doea make some difference after 
all. It will mike more in the future, 
when England draws hor supplies more 
and more from the expanding fields of 
India and Egypt and even from tho Ar- 
gentine Republic, and mixes these varie- 
ties with the harder qualities grown in 
her own territory in North America. The 
eamo danger stands in front of the cotton 
planter. Egypt, with internal improve- 
ments now projected, can raise cotton for 
all tho looms of the United Kingdom. 
Will England buy cotton of a country in 
whose government she has a controlling 
voico, and wliosu people are eager for her 
manufactured goods, or will sho buy it 
from one which denies tho reciprocal 
nature of commerce, and claims to set her 
own price on both what she huya and 
what she sells/ That which has been 
done with wheat in India will surely be 
dono with cotton in Egypt. Saya Mr. 
Bookwalter: "If our present policy is not 
speedily reformed, we may justly fear 
that the paralysis which lias fallen on our 
grain trade by the rise of India in tho 
scale of production will bo brought upon 
our cotton growing interest, with even 
more disastrous results, by the competi- 
tion of Egypt." And in general, with 
reference to the future of foreign trade, a 
trade be it remembered which also fixea, 
by ita activity or ita quiescence, the do- 
mestic prices of .our products, the situation 
may bo summed up as follows, for which 
we produce in abundance and out of 
whioh our prosperity has been built up. 
England with all her wealth cannot af- 
ford, and assuredly ia no longer compelled 
to obtain a large share of her supplies 
from a nation which, liko the United 
States, buys from her people' less than 
half as much as it sella them. * * 
And thus, while we have been vainglor- 
iously assuring each otlier of our com- 
mercial independence of Europe, regarding 
it aa bound by its necessities in any 
evont to contribute to our enrichment, 
Europo has been daily drawing toward a 
position in which it will be, in a sense, 
moBt injurious to our financial and indus- 
trial interests, independent of the United 
States. 

Tho evil is a double one. European 
capital, which has carried out so many 
gigantic enterprises, is now diverted to 
those more congenial holds. It would 
rather engage in building canals and rail- 
ways in India, in damming the Nile, in 
building fast steamers to carry frozen 
moats from Australia to England, in any 
of the numerous industries that rival, than 
oorue to the holp of a nation that flouts 
the favor of the foreigner. So tho capital 
which once canio is busied in nourishing 
competitive interests elsewhere- "Every 
dollar thus transferred is subtracted 
twice. In ceasing to contribute it begins 
at once to compete." 



MBtttflBBMMB 

IS A GENERAL ELECTION IM- 
MINENT] 

Sir John Macdonald is expected to re- 
turn to Ottawa from London about tho 
18th of January, and if an article in tho 
Mail can be accepted aa foreshadowing 
events, there will shortly be a dissolution 
of parliament, and an appeal to the coun- 
try on the Kiel matter. It is evident that 
Sir John ia in no mood for trilling and is 
not disposed to incur the risk of a defeit 
by tho present house. In hanging Kiel 
tho govornmont only did their duty; and 
if in the discharge of .that sacred obliga- 
tion they have alienated many of their 
Quebec followers wo feel auro that upon 
an appeal to tho country they will be sus- 
tained. If a malefactor cannot be hang- 
ed in Canada without the government in- 
curring tho risk of going out it is high 
time the constituencies at largo wore af- 
forded an opportunity of passing 
their judgment upon such unpatriotic 
conduct. The Mail's article is ominous 
and politicians should prepare themselves 
for a Btrugglo that seems near. The Mail 
says: "The government is arraigned for 
having upheld the supremacy of tho con- 
stitution and its only course ia to appeal 
to tho poople. The cabinet is indicted, 
and with it the law, and in such a case 
the premier is bound to obtain tho verdict 
of tho country with all speed. " 



ENG I A Ml POLITICS. 
All Things Still Uncertain. 

London, Dec. 27. — The Gladstone 
liberals are proclaiming that all ac- 
counts published last week were un- 
authentic. They deceive nobody but 
themselves. Another semi-olhVial dis- 
patch asserts that there have been no 
negotiations, direct or indirect, be- 
tween Gladstone and Parnell. It is true 
that none have taken place which can 
commit or even compromise either lea- 
der, but active negotiations went on 
between subordinates on both sides, 
and broke down on the question of 
veto. No English statesman dare pro 
pose a scheme for an Irish -j parliament 
without reserving the right of the im- 
perial parliament to decide, in court of 
last resort, whether the Irish assembly 
had exceeded its jurisdiction, and with- 
out reserving equal power to annul any 
bill or resolution hostile or disloyal. The 
Irish reply that such restriction reduces 
the Irish parliament to a mere debating 
society, and insist on a parliament that 
shall be practically independent. The 
English rejoin that such parliament 
can only lead straight to separation, 
against which every leader of both 
parties is unequivocally pledged, and 
which England refuses to even discuss. 

Nobody suggests a way of escape from 
this deadlock. Parnell refuses, as al- 
ways, to formulate his own scheme, be- 
cause he says a specific plan would be 
the signal for the break-up of the loose 
confederacy over which ho maintains a 
precarious presidency. 

THE HREAUH WIDENS. 

Tho breach between the Pamellites 
and the tories widens daily. The pro 
tests of the torv press against home 
rule are daily more emphatic. The si- 
lence of the tory leaders is unbroken. 

The excitement following the dis- 
closures of Gladstone's purpose decreas- 
es in England. Tiij&.pffcct in Ireland 
appears to be disastrous to Irish loyal- 
ists, and drives " 'llords from the 
country. The Ula .eaders _ say that 
no guarantees can protect them. If sep- 
aration comes they are quite resolved 
to protect themselves. 

English papers again point out that 
Irish agitation is largely Irish Ameri- 
can, and would collapse to morrow if 
not sustained by American money.

A JM A It 1*1: VOLCANO. 



A Grand and Awful Siglil Wit- 
nessed in the Pacific Ocean, 

Washington, Dec. 21. — Consul Ship- 
ley, at Auckland, Now Zealand, sends the 
following to the atato department: A 
new and vast volcano has arisen in the 
Pacific Ocean. At daylight on Oct. 13th, 
wo obsorved dense volumes of steam, 
smoke, and clouds ascending. We sailed 
sufficiently noar to see that it was a sub- 
marine volcano in a stato of eruption. 
Considering it not prudent to approach 
any nearer that night, we lay to until the 
morning. Wo then approached to about 
a distance of two miles. I have not words 
to express my wonder and surprise at its 
changing splendor. The eruptions take 
place every ono or two minutes, changing 
in appearance every second like a dis- 
solving view. I can only say that it was 
one of the most awfully grand sights I 
ever witnessed on the high aeaa. Tho 
volcano is about fourteen milea from the 
island of Honga-Tonga. Ab to tho size 
of tho island thrown up, I am unable (o 
atato correctly, there being so muthateom 
and clouds hanging over it, but I judge 
it ia at least two or throe miles long, and 
sixty feet high.

The session of parliament was closed 
to-day. Tho French government will 
send a permanent agent t ) Corea in 
January with power to negotiate a^treaty 
with that country. President GroVjHSgaiu 
summoned M. Brisson to-day and strongly 
urged him to continue in otllco. M. iiris- 
son was obdurate, however; the president 
then requested M. De Froycinct to form a 
cabinet, and tho latter promised to give a 
definite reply to-morrow.

President Grevy has accepted the resig- 
nation of the ministry.

Ail Electric Engine lor Cars. 

London Daily News: A new electric 
train engine was shown yos'.erday at the 
Btation of the North Metropolitan Tram- 
way company, Stratford, This is a confer 
at which fair trials have always been 
readily accorded to any new mator, and 
it is understood that in the event of the 
new inventors and the tramway company 
agreeing upon terms a practical experi- 
ment of no small importance will be made 
in electric tramway working upon the now 
linn to llford. The electrical engineers 
in this case aro the Electrical Locomotivo 
and Power company (limited), who claim 
to have solved the problem of economical 
working by combining the electrical 
power with tho meohanical aid of tho lever 
principle. Tho olectromotor is connected 
by pinions horizontally with a large sta- 
tionary rack and vertically with the 
wheels. When tho electrical ongine is 
started tho pinion of tho horizontal arma- 
ture gears into tho stationary rack, and so 
causes tho motor itself to revolve. Tho 
motor then becomes, by tho action of its 
fixed vortical shaft, the driving axle, and 
communicates its motion to tho whole of 
tho car. By means of clutches a backward 
or forward motion can bo secured without 
reversing thodireotiou in which tho olectro- 
motor is revolving. The electricity ia 
supplied from lifty colls of, say 280 am- 
peres. It is claimed that the average dis- 
charge is from forty to forty-live amperes 
per hour, and that an engine consuming 
only two tons uf coal per weok will charge 
batteries sufficient to do the work of four 
cars requiring at presont forty-four horses 
per week The engine appears to bo con- 
trolled with perfect ease, and, though at 
present it is lilted up separately from the 
car itself ho as to take tho placo of horses 
and utilize existing cars, the company 
claim that it can in futuro easily be con- 
structed as a part of tho passenger car.

SEATTLE. 

An Accident in a Coal Mine — 
A Dead Kody. 

A Horrible Story About a Vic- 
toria Italian. 



(Exclusive to Tho Colonist.) 

Skattlk, W. T. , Dec. 2'J. — James Tan- 
ant, a minor at Newcastle, waa killed to- 
day by a fall of coal from the roof of the 
mine. He was 38 years old, married, and 
tho father of six children. 

The body of an unknown man was 
picked up in the sound at Port Discovery 
to-day. It is supposed to be that of a 
sailor who disappeared several weeks ago 
from the ship Jeremiah Thompjyin. 

A horrible story was put in circulation 
hereto-day. It is to this effect: An 
Italian boatman left Victoria ouo day last 
summer for tho American side of the 
Straita of b'uea. When almost across ho 
saw the U. S. cutter Oliver Wolcott com- 
ing towards him with tho evident inten- 
tion of examining his craft. He 
became ulartned, and to avoid the 
penalties attached to tile offence of 
smuggling Chinese into tho United States, 
resolved to make away with tho ovidencosof 
his guilt. Ho called tho Chinament out of 
the cabin one by one, and as thoy came up 
he struck them on the head with a club and 
pitched them overboard. In this way he 
got rid of the whole number (7;, and when 
boarded from tho cutter no evidence what- 
ever of a criminating nature was found. 
An investigation will be made with a view 
to ascertaining tho truth or falsity of this 
story. A recently convicted smuggler now 
in the United States penitentiary tells this 
story.

She is Detained on Suspicion of 
Having Smuggled Opium 
on Ituard. 



A Strict Search Proceed! ug. 

The P. C. Steamship Co. 'a steamer 
Idaho, which arrived at this port from 
Alaaka on Saturday morning, sailed at 
noon for Port Townsend. She entered 
that harbor shortly before dark and was 
boarded by collector of customs Beecher 
and staff and a crew from tho revenue 
cuttor Oliver Wolcott. Mr. Boecher in- 
formed Capt. Carroll that his ship would 
bo detained until a search had boun made 
of her cabins and hold, as tho authorities 
hud information that led to the belief that 
there waa 

SMUGGLED OPIUM ON BOARD, 

Capt. Carroll gracefully accepted the 
inevitable and the searchers began opera 
tions under Inspector Gardner. In a 
short time 425 pounds of tho narcotic 
neatly done up in small cans waa found 
stowed away in different parla of tho ship 
and confiscated. The carpenter of tho 
steamor is reported to havo had boiiio in 
his room, and a Chinaman employed on 
board whose movements attracted atten- 
tion, waa detained aa he waa coming 
ashore, Trlid hidden under tho folds of his 
ample garments woro found several pounds 
of tho drug. This man had boon ashore 
many times during tho day and is be- 
lieved to have got rid of a largo quantity 
each time by passing it over to his 
countrymen. On Monday the inspectors 
begun to bore holes through tho heads ol 

FIVE HUNDRED BARRELS OF OIL 

from Alaska, and introduced a "trier" to 
ascertain whether there was opium con- 
coaled in tho oleaginous fluid. It was 
said that they had positive information 
that some of tho barrels contain opium, 
and that there is, at least, SH0,0U0 worth 
of the contraband drug on board. So far 
ns known yesterday tho search among the 
oil waa unrewarded. There aro 400 tuns 
of Wellington coal in tho hold and the 
collector has decided to discharge th.- 
entire amount, as ho has information that 
many of the blocks of coal aro "loaded" 
with opium. 

More Robberies. — About a week ago 
a valuable dog belonging to Mr. John 
Dooley, who resides at the head of John- 
aon street, was poiaotiod and on Monday 
night hia henroost was ravaged by robbers [ 
and all his tine fowls carried off. On

window. On going outside ho saw a man 
retreating in the gloom and fired at him. 
The follow gave a sen am ns if he had I 
been shot and plunging into tho thicket 
disappeared. 

Burglary. — Mr. S. Cooneaa was visit- 
ed on Monday morning, at 2 o'clock, by 
burglars who gained an entrance to tho 
houso through one of the front windows 
by breaking a pane of glaaa. Hearing the 
noise Mr. Coonesa opened the bedroom 
door and listened, and hearing someone 
moving in tho front room immediately 
proceeded to see who it was.

On the underside 
of tin! board screw in double hooka 
such as arc used in wardrobes, having 
two or three rows of them with a space 
between each row Wooden brackets 
or supports are stronger nailed in the 
wall, and on these, with screws clown- 
ward, theshelf is securely fastened. The 
distance between the floor and the shelf 
should be about iivc mid one half or 
six feet. The curtains are then lo be 
tacked across the front of the c'oset 
with brass-headed nails. Two curtains, 
the division being in the middle, arc 
necessary. They may be of double-faced 
Canton flannel or any other material 
desired, or whatever color, and as hand, 
some or simple as one may' wish. The 
top of the shelf may be ornamented 
with pretty bric-a brae, and the effect 
will be wonderfully pleasing. It a cor- 
ner cannot be spared for this purpose, 
a straight shelf will answer as well, 
but the curtain in this case inns: be 
carried around the corners and across 
the ends of the shelf. They prove such 
a comfort and convenience that one is 
full repaid for the inline.' expense and 
slight trouble necessary for their con- 
struction.— -Hood Housekeeping.
